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In the Office Action, the Examiner required restriction under 35 U.S.C. §121 to one of 
the following inventions: 

Group I: Claim 1, drawn to an antibody which binds to PSCA; 

Group II: Claims 53-56 and 73, drawn to a method for inducing an immune response 
in a subject having a cancer; and 

Group III: Claims 57-72, drawn to a PSCA protein. 



Applicants hereby elect the invention of Group II, with traverse, for prosecution at this 
time. With the amendments to the claims, Applicants respectfully submit that all pending 
claims, Le., claims 53-56 and 58-73, fall within the invention of Group II drawn to 
methods for inducing an immune response in a subject having a cancer. Accordingly, 
with the cancellation of claims 1 and 57 and the amendments to claims 58-72, the 
restriction requirement is rendered moot. 

Thus, claims 53-56 and 58-73 should properly be examined together and Applicants 
respectfully request that in view of the amendments to the claims, the Examiner 
reconsider and withdraw the restriction requirement.
